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As if his life was not con- 
fused and complicated 
enough, another tragic and 
perhaps fatal event crept 
into the life of comedian 
Richard Pryor, Monday 
night. 

The 38-year-old enter- 
tainer was listed in critical 
condition at Sherman Oaks 
Community Hospital in Los 
Angeles, where he had 
been rushed by paramed- 
ics shortly after a mixture 
lof cocaine and ether 
exploded in his face. 

According to doctors, 
Pryor sustained third 
degree burns over 50 per- 
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cent of his body. Gloom 
was thickened even more 
so when doctors an- 
nounced that only 25 to 35 
percent of people in his age 
group survive such exten- 
sive burns.

Men of foresight and wisdom 
struggle diligently to fulfill their 
dreams, never counting the cost or 
the sacrifice such devotion 
demands.

plan two years ago for speedy deportation of 
the Haitians.

Black Police Officers } 


Reminiscing is a pleasu- 
rable pastime once in a 
while and may bring a plea- 
sant smile to the face, a 
ind of melancholy smile. 
Reminiscing could bring 

“ shivers to many black peo- 

ple of Columbus upon a 

remark by Major James G. 

Jackson of the Columbus 
Police Division that “white 
officers are no more likely 
to use force than are 
blacks." This statement 
appeared in the Call & Post 
some time ago. 

There are names of black 
police officers that still 
bring shivers to people who 
were around in the late 
‘30s, “408, avid ‘50s. 
Many atime men and 
women, who were school 
kids in the '30s, '40s and 
50s, have laughed remi- 
niscingly as they tell about 
how officer L.M. Shaw used 
to strap them for hooking 

. school and make them run 
. to school. : 

The method of good 
school attendance differed 
from that Friendly Service 
Bureau Mr. Shaw set up in 
which there was a special 
police officer to take care 
of truancy ina friendly way 
and merely escorted 
“hooky kids” to. school 
attendance. But so many 
have talked of that other 

_ side of officer Shaw that 
included strapping them to 
the schoo! building. 

To be sure, they smile as 
they reminisce over it now, 

_ for the sting of that strap 
“doesn't hurt now -- but the 
whip lash fleeing kid. 

The “man behind the 
badge” authority notion 
made brutal brothers out of 
some blacks going into the 
police department. Can't 
recall the first name ‘now 
but one heard more dis- 
cussion of an officer Rivers 
who sank fear into the heart 
of every Long Street lifer as 
tale tellers declared. 

According to the many 
side walk conversations, 
the officer and his night 
stick. worked over “out of 
liners” in a brutal way, He 
was the scourage of the 
‘50s according to the tales 
on the block. Heard many 
stories of him chasing loat- 
ers or drunks who always 
tried to escape by running 
into the Novelty Bar. But he 
went in and got them out 


and worked them over, 
according to block gossip. 

Never did get to see Riv- 
ers in action but there was 
an alarming display of 
police brutality at times as 
white paddy wagon men 
made arrests and deliber- 
ately threw the arrestee 
into the paddy wagon like 
men loading a truck with 
sacks of meat. : 

- There is one most signifi- 
cant experience with the 
black police officer one can 
recall about a plain clothes 
officer, Eddings, walking 
into my newspaper office 
one day and emptying his 
revolver on the desk, 
reponing that he had jusi 
shot to death a 17 year old 
youth who was trying to 
flee after the officer and 
Tnere was one night 
when citizens wanted to 
lynch Kearney. He had 
decided to arrest a young 
man, a minor infraction, 
but deliberately threw the 
claw on the boy's wrist and 
twisted it until blood was 
running from. the boy's 
wrist, and he was scream- 
ing because of the pain. 

The officer was drunk 
with sadism. A crowd 
gathered and onlookers 
asked office Kearney to 
ease up: But he twisted it 
more. A deputy sheriff, 
Ralph Hawkins, remon- 
strated with Kearney 
declating that he didn't 
have to treat the youth that 
wey. . ; 

When the paddy wagon 
arrived, Kearney arrested 
the deputy sheriff for intér- 
fering with an arrest, but 
they got to the police sta- 
tion and the sergeant threw 

“out the charge. The youth 
went home to get medical 
care for his wrist. The pub- 
lic grew up a greater hate 
for Kearney that never

Weaver advised me that 
she contacted you and 
made an oral complaint. 
On her behalf, please 
review and evaluate the 
present situation. Time is 
of essence because Mrs. 
Weaver and children are 
emotionally drained.” 

Greer, who has since 
retired, turned the com- 
plaint over to Dr. G. Robert 
Bower, also an assistant 
superintendent of the 
department: Bower, ac- 
cording to Mrs. Weaver, 
gave her the impression 
that he “agreed with the 
practices of the school.” 

Dr. Bower, in a CALL & 
POST interview, acknowl- 
edged having discussed 

the alleged “harassment 
and racism” practices in 


the schools with Mrs. 
Weaver. ‘ 

The department plans to 
send representatives of its 
Division of Equal Educa- 
tional Opportunity to the 
schoo! district to provide 
technical assistanceto 
faculties indeveloping 
human relations programs, 
Bower said.
